The Indiana 
state highway com­ 
missio n today was completing plans 
for 
the addition of approximately 
1,000 miles to 
the state 
highway 
sy stem. 
Approval of the additions to the 
sy stem was given by Governor Ltl 
Jackson at a conference with com­ 
mission members held 
Wednesday , 
anti announcement of the 
project 
was made today . 
The new ro a d s will be taken over 
by the state as soon as satisfactory 
arrangem ents 
can 
he 
completed 
with the commissioners in the coun­ 
ties effected. 
With the additional 911.5 miles of 
roads the highway sy stem in India­ 
na will be composed oi 5,039.« 5 miles 
of highway . This m eans th at 
the 
state is very near the seven percent 
maximum, .set by the government for 
federal aid in any one state. 
The arrangements with the county 
commissioners will consist 
of the 
obtaining of 
right-of-w ay 
in 
the 
various counties and similar preli­ 


mina ries. All of the mileage to he 
added, 
it was said, is included in the 
federal approved 
additions 
which 
wen* mapped out more than a y ear 
ago. 


A stretch of road fourteen and 
a half miles long, connecting R ush­ 
ville and Connersville, is one of the 
high wavs to be taken over hv 
the 
state onimisison according 
to 
to­ 
day 's announcement. rl his road lias 
long been under consideration as a 
part of the state highway sy stem, 
but the commission has never de­ 
finitely announced that it would be 
included, until today . 
Another pieT e of road to. he add­ 
ed to the sy stem, that has a hearing 
on 
Bushv ille's position with respect 
to the state sy stem, is that between 
Greensburg and Columbus, consist­ 
ing of 22 miles of highway . R ush­ 
v ille is connected with Greensburg 
by state 
road No. 36, 
and 
this 
st retell will give Rushville access to 
the trunk line-, leading to the south­ 
ern part of the state. 
Adding fifteen miles southwest of 
Brookville, 
which leads 
to Batcs- 
vilie, is regarded locally a 
impor­ 
tant. 
Another road added

section of the* state is 23.5 miles 
from Neweasle to Richmond.

The complaint alleges that in Sep­ 
tember, 1915, the National 
Bridge 
Company sued the defendants 
for 
material furnished in the const ruc­ 
tion of the bridge, and that the bond­ 
ing company was held 
responsible, 
according to the contract. 
The Equitable Surety 
company , 
in their action, alleges that as bonds 
men, they were compelled to pay $3,- 
197.41, whieh included court judg­ 
ments, costs and expenses attached 
to the pay ment. They an* now bring­ 
ing suit in the court here to collect 
$4,000 from the defendants, which

Rush county , who heard an address 
by P. T. Brown of the animal hus­ 
bandry 
extension 
department ot* 
Purdue University . 
The 
Rush 
county 
organization 
elected Will L. 
Brown 
of 
Noble 
township, for president and Robert 
Cook of Cnion township as secret­ 
ary . The meeting wa> held in the a s ­ 
sembly room of the 
court 
house 
W ednesday afetrnoon, and 
consid­ 
erable interest was display ed by f a r ­ 
mers who attended. 
The horse ha> 
been a neglected 
farm animal in the pa st tew y ears, 
arid a 
movement is 
now 
started 
throughout the central states to re­ 
vive horse raising, and place it hack 
on a sound basis, 
as 
it 
formerly 
was in the corn belt. 
Air. Brown made a fine appeal to 
those who attended, and urged th a t 
the farm ers of this county be stirred 
with the movement to raise a bette* 
and 
higher 
grade 
ty pe 
of farm 
horse. He said in part, the 
fo llo w- 
ing: 
“ We have every reason to believe 
the next ten y ears will he profitable 
ones 
for the man raising horses. 
The tractor h a s a place on many of 
our farm s especially on those farm s 
where there is a large 
a mo unt o£ 
belt work to be done. However, wo 
have also found that few horseless 
farm s can be operated efficiently . 
‘‘There is a relation between h or­ 
ses and tractors on farm s. That is 
not my problem but 
y ours, as 
a n 
operator of land. Prices of all 
fa rm 
products go 
in cy cles. 
With 
the 
horse cy cle, we had a low period 
about 
1 8 9 5 . Prices increased until 
1 9 1 0. The 
war 
stim ulated 
prices, 
since which time we have had a big 
slump. 
“ Indications arc that 
our curve 
will begin to go up now. Higher pri­ 
ces have been reported this spring. 
Farm ers over tin* state are raising 
more colts than previously .”

Ply mouth, Vt., March 18— (U.R)—- 
Col. John C. Coolidge may die 
be­ 
fore his son, the president of 
the 
United States, can arrive here from 
Washington. 
Dr. Albert C. Cram, phy sician to 
the president’s fath er told new spa­ 
permen this afternoon that the Col. 
had been sinking rapidlv in the pre­ 
ceding two or three hours and th a t 
he “ would not he surprised at a n y ­ 
thing within the next few hours." 
The family phy sician of Ply m outh 
had l>een with his patient for 
six 
hours during which 
time 
Colonel 
Coolidge had grown much weaker. 
“ The Colonel is conscious,” Dr. 
Cram told the United Press, “ and 
he know’s us .”

The meeting was held in the as- 
sembly room of the court 
house 


Wednesday afetrnoon, and consid- 
erable interest was displayed by (far- 
mers who attended. 


The 'horse has been a neglected 


farm animal in the 'past few years, 
and a movement is now started 
throughout the central states to re- 
rive horse raising, and place it back 
on a sound basis, as it 
formerly 


was in the com belt. 


Mr. Brown made a fine appeal to 


those who attended, and urged that 
the farmers of this county be stirred 
with the movement to raise a bettei* 
and higher' grade type of. farm, 
horse. He said in part, the follow- 
ing: 


"•We have every reason, to believe 


the next ten. years will be profitable 
ones '.for the. man. raising horses. 
The tractor has a place on many o£ 
our farms especially on those farnis 
where there is a large amount o£' 
belt work to be done. However, wo 
have also found that few horseless 
farms can be operated efficiently. . 


"There is a relation between, hor- 


ses and tractors on farms. That fs 
not my problem 'but yours, as an 
operator of land. Prices of all farm 
products go in cycles. With 
the 


tiorse cycle, we had a low period 
about 1895. Prices increased until 
1910, The war stimulated prices, 
since which time, we have had a big 
lump. 


"Indications are that our curve 


will begin to go up now. Higher pri- 
ces have been reported this spring-, 
formers over the state are raising 
uore colts than previously."
